A large silk flag w hich the school 
child ren b ought w ith the ir pennies 
an d nickels was raised w ith appropri­ 
ate cerem ony in the forenoon, and 
floated in the b reeze w hile the dedica­ 
tory exercises w ere b eing held. 
The ladies of the tow nship served a 
b ou n tifu l, good, old-fashioned, w hole­ 
some country d in n er—-no pure food 
law s needed in this C hristian com m u­ 
n ity—-free of charge to those in a tte n ­ 
dance. 
Rev. T. H. M cConnell, of this city, 
delivered the principal address of the 
day and is was pronounced one of the 
m ost appropriate addresses ever given 
in this county. 
Supt. W. O. H eadlee 
was present, and m ade a'few rem arks. 
S tate S uperintendent of schools. Fas- 
se tt A. C otton, of Indianapolis,

present, and in a b rief address covered 
som e of the m any com plications.w hich 
confront tow nship trustees and tow n ­ 
ship advisory b oards in their work.

I A num b er of the form er principals 
of the R aleigh high school were pres­ 
en t, including J. T aylor K itchen, of 
this city, the first principal of the 
school. 
Among other form er p rin c i­ 
pals present were, Prof. J. L. Shauck. 
L ot H offord, A. M. T aylor and R. H. 
K ennedy. 
The old R aleigh high school b ore 
the d istin ction and honor of b eing the 
first high school or consolidation of 
ru ra l d istric t schools in the U nited 
H tates. 
T his was once questioned b y 
a Boston professor, who claim ed the 
honors for a school of his State, b ut 
in v estigation proved tha t the R ush 
couny school was the first. 
It was 
b u ilt in 1876 b y W illiam S. H all, father 
of F ran k J . H all, of this city. 
A 
coin cid en t of the b uilding of the tw o 
schools is [the fact tha t G eorge W. 
H all, school trustee, of W ashington 
tow nship, w ho b u ilt the new im posing 
b uilding is a son of the elder H all, 
who b n ilt the first one. 
A num b er from this city attended 
the dedication, and enjoyed a most 
profitab le day and one tha t w ill live 
long in the m inds and hearts of good 
people of R aleigh.

LEGISLATIVE DIRECTORY 


Some 
Interesting 
Facts Concerning 
Personnel of Law-Making Body. 
Indianap olis. 
Ind., 
Dec. 
3. — The 
legislativ e directory, just 
p ublished 
by the state p rinter, contains some 
Interesting statistics. 
For instance, 
ft shows that the law yers far out­ 
num ber the m em bers of any other 
trade or p rofession in the law-making 
bodies. 
T here are twenty-two law ­ 
yers in the senate out of a total m em ­ 
bership of fifty. 
Tw enty-eight of the 
100 
rep resentativ es 
are 
lawyers. 
There are three bankers in the senate 
and only one In the house—not a v ery 
effectiv e organization for the finan­ 
ciers. 
There are four farm ers in the 
senate and sev enteen in the house 
Two editors hav e “broken into the 
senate,” and three into the house. An 
unusual feature is that elev en sena­ 
tors are druggists and elev en rep re 
sentatlv es are grocers. 
T here is one 
brew er and one m inister in the house; 
two p hysicians in the senate and four 
In the house; three m erchants, one 
grain dealer, two lum ber dealers, one 
druggist, three insurai.ee agents, one 
m anufacturer, and one fraternal or­ 
ganizer in the house. 
The list shows 
that the law yers and the farm ers com ­ 
p ose nearly half of the m em bership of 
the two bodies. 


It is said that Gov ernor Hanly has 
not started to w rite his m essage to 
the legislature. 
It will he an im p ort­ 
ant docum ent and it has been rep ort­ 
ed that he had it alm ost finished. 
Howev er, while he has not w ritten 
any of it, he has discussed v arious 
features of it with his friends and he 
has the m atter so wrell in hand that 
It will not take long to p ut it in form. 


The indications are that Rep resen 
tativ e Branch of M artinsv ille will be 
elected sp eaker of the house. 
The 
op p osition to him still has six weeks 
in which to work, and there are many 
p ossibilities of a slip -up in th at time, 
but he seem s to be getting ahead with 
rap id strides. 
Two m em bers of the 
Marion county delegation declared to­ 
day. howev er, that they will not a t­ 
tend the caucus if it is a foregone con­ 
clusion at that tim e that Branch is 
to be elected. 
Many rep resentativ es 
hav e been exp ecting a statem ent from 
R ep resentativ e Edw ards of Mitchell 
that he has decided to become a can­ 
didate again, but it was said today 
by one of his close friends that he 
will not re-enter the racb unless there 
are other candidates besides Branch. 
He feels obligated to the latter p er­ 
sonally not to run against him so long 
as he has a clear field. 
O thers had 
some hop e of inducing R ep resentativ e 
K aler of Noblesv ille to m ake the race, 
as he had declared hiraseif strongly

W ashington. Dec. 3.—The p assage 
of the ap p rop riation bills, and as little 
other general legislation as p ossible. 
Such, in brief, is the forecast for the 
short session of the Fifty-ninth con­ 
gress. which beg&n today. 
T here has not yet Leen tim e for as 
general an exchange of v iews am ong 
m em bers as is ordinarily desired by 
leaders before exp ressing th eir v iews, 
but all seem to regard the p resent 
situation as so sim p le as to need com­ 
p arativ ely little intercourse to arriv e 
at an understanding. 
It is ev ident 
that for v arious reasons it will not be 
p ossible to do much on the ap p rop ria­ 
tion bills before the holidays, and this 
circum stance will p ractically hav e the 
effect of condensing the consideration 
of the fourteen large sup p ly m easures 
into two m onths. 
Considering that 
the aggregate of the ap p rop riations to 
be m ade will ap p roxim ate $ 1,000.000.- 
000, som e senators and m em bers ex­ 
p ress the op inion th a t congress can­ 
not do better than giv e all of its tim e 
to these m easures. 
The ship subsidy bill p robably will 
be an excep tion to the rule for no gen­ 
eral legislation. 
The friends of that 
m easure hav e nev er been m ore insist­ 
ent than now. 
They are extrem ely 
hop eful, and yet v ery ap p rehensiv e. 
The bill has p assed the senate and is 
in com m ittee in the house. 
The com ­ 
m ittee has heretofore been quite ev en 
ly div ided, but the adv ocates of the 
bill believ e th at they will be able to 
get it out in due season, and they hop e 
for its consideration when once re­ 
p orted to the house. 
Sp eaker Cannon 
has giv en no p ositiv e assurances as 
to his attitude, but the bill's sup p ort­ 
ers find encouragem ent in his silence. 
One incident that is v ery m aterially 
help ing the subsidy 
is 
the recent 
sp eech of S ecretary Root in sup p ort 
of it. 
The fact th a t th e sp eech was 
deliv ered at K ansas City is help ful, 
as the ship bill has found its p rincip al 
op p osition in the interior of the coun­ 
try. T here hav e been some significant 
conferences on the bill am ong most 
Influential m em bers of the two houses. 
The senate has on its calendar two 
im p ortant house bills, the im m igration 
bill and the Philip p ine tariff bill, but 
there are snags in the p athw ays of 
both of them. 
T here is still intense 
op p osition to the Philip p ine bill, esp e­ 
cially. and it is not believ ed th at it 
can p ossibly receiv e serious consider 
atlon during a short session 
Not a few m em bers of both houses 
are anxious to m eet the dem ands of 
the bankers and others for a m ore 
elastic currency, and it is quite cer­ 
tain that there will be efforts to sup ­ 
p ly this want, but there are so m any 
p lans that ev en the m ost sincere be­ 
liev ers in the necessity alm ost desp air 
of accom p lishing anything in that di­ 
rection during a short session. 
The 
recom m endations of the p resident in 
the interest of a national inheritance 
tax is aw aited with eager interest by 
many, and there is no doubt th at a 
large following could be secured for a 
m easure of the character he will out­ 
line. but as in the m atter of currency 
reform , the few w eeks of the session 
will not suffice for adequate consid­ 
eration. 
It is also recognized that the 
p resent 
p lethoric 
condition 
of the 
treasury would furnish strong argu­ 
m ent against the p rop osed innov ation. 
Suggestions looking tow ard am ending 
the railroad rate law are not exp ected 
to bear fruit this session 
All these 
m atters and m any others are certain 
to receiv e attention in debate. 
Among the questions slated for a 
liberal share of discussion, the tariff 
stands at the head of the list, but no 
one has the least idea th at any serious 
effort will now be m ade to secure the 
m odifications which ev en m any Re­ 
p ublicans think desirable. 
The p res­ 
ident, 
who 
him self 
desires 
some 
changes, has recently p rom ised his 
congressional callers th at he will not 
ask to hav e the subject taken up at 
this tim e 
The Jap anese question, the 
discharge of the negro soldiers, the 
desirability of an income tax law. the 
result of the late elections, and the 
tru sts are also slated for discussion, 
and it is ev en exp ected th at some of 
these questions, if not all of them, will 
receiv e oratorical attention from Dem- 
ocrafic m em bers as soon as the first 
ap p rop riation bill is laid before the 
house, 
** 
The senate will giv e attention to the 
case of Senator Reed Smoot, but what 
it will do about it. not ev en the senate 
wishes, now to contem p late. 
There 
has from the first been a disp osition 
to p ut the Smoot m atter aside, but 
with the rep ort of the committer» on 
p riv ileges and elections on the calen­ 
dar and Chairm an Burrows quite de­ 
term ined to p ress consideration, the 
fact that the m atter m ust be dealt 
w ith is beginning to im p ress itself 
up on m em bers and they are p rep aring 


feriotislf for its consideration. 
Tha 
Michigan senator will set the ball roll­ 
ing Monday, the 10th inst.. in a sp eech 
in which he will rev iew the entire 
case, and he will doubtless be followed 
by other m em bers of his com m ittee 
for and against the Utah senator. The 
resolution before the senate merely 
declares Mr. Smoot to be not entitled 
to his seat, and much op p osition is 
likely to be 
m a d e to its form 
It is 
considered equiv alent to a resolution 
of exp ulsion, but unlike a declaration 
for exp ulsion in exp licit language, it 
does not require a tw o-thirds v ote to 
p ass it. 
Mr. Sm oot's friends will not 
yield this adv antage w ithout a strug 
gle 
Much interest attaches to the p res 
ident’s forthcom ing recom m endations 
concerning the Panam a canal, esp e­ 
cially because of his recent v isit to 
the canal zone. 
It is not exp ected that 
he will ask much legislation beyond 
the 
necessary 
ap p rop riations, 
and 
there is a general disp osition to grant 
these.

Gov ernor Magoon 
called the attention of the m em bers 
to the fact that the determ ination as 
to the status of the congress had 
been reserv ed by the p eace com m is­ 
sion for consideration at W ashington 
He then com m unicated to them the 
final determ ination of President Roos­ 
ev elt th at the seats of all senators 
and rep resentativ es elected in 1905 
shall be considered v acant from Oct 
12. 1906, the v acancies thereby ere 
ated being filled by an election under 
the p rov isional gov ernm ent in accord­ 
ance with the p roclam ation of Gov ­ 
ernor Taft. Sep t. 29. 
The first series of senators and rep ­ 
resentativ es elected In 1904 will be
